QralK ;,"Yes. I told them that - uh - I tallced to ;:iany people directly 
after the assassination. I found a couple by the name pf Rowland. 

Mr. Rowland told mo that he had seem two men on the sixth floor fif- 
teen minutes prior to the assassination, one on the west and walking 
back and forth, one oii the southeast cox’ner with a rifle - a bolt- 
action rifle with s scope. He later- he looked back up — the man on 
the west end v;as gone. The man with the bolt action rifle and scope 
was still on the southeast Gor;:er ( 7 ) man I turned this man 

over to officer lifcimy Lewis. I proceeded across Elm Street. There had 
bear, some rt^r that a projectile had struck the curb on tne south 
side of Elm'j^reet. I went over there with Buddy V.’althers. He's the 
deputy sheriff and still is, I might add (coughs), ar.d during the time 
we was looki-ng at the curb on the south side I hdard a shrill -whistle.
